UNITED NATIONS — The 
United States, Britain and France 
agreed Monday on a draft resolution 
authorizing military force to protect 
aid shipments in war-ravaged Bosnia.

The draft resolution, circulated to 
the 15-member Security Council, also 
demands unimpeded access by the In- 
ternational Committee of the Red 
Cross to all camps, prisons and deten- 
tion centers — where allegations of 
torture and killings have been raised. 

A vote was expected Wednesday. 

Bosnia’s U.N. ambassador, Mu- 
hamed Sacirbey, welcomed the reso- 
lution but said it failed to say anything 
about halting aggression and “ethnic 
cleansing” by Serbian nationalists in 
Bosnia-Herzegovina, where more 
than five months of ethnic war has 
claimed thousands of lives. 

Ethnic Serbs — who seek to remain 
with Serb-dominated Yugoslavia — 
took up arms after Bosnia’s Muslims 
and ethnic Croats voted for indepen- 
dence Feb. 29. 

Sacirbey asked for air strikes on

Attorney general refuses 
to probe GOP/Irag charges

WASHINGTON — Attorney Gen- 
eral William. P. Barr on Monday de- 
nied a congressional request for an 
independent counsel’s probe of al- 
leged Bush administration miscon- 
duct in its policy toward Iraq before 
the Persian Gulf war. 

Barr said there is not enough hard, 
specific evidence to warrant an inde- 
pendent investigation and said the 
Justice Department is qualified to 
handle the matter. 

Democrats immediately accused 
Barr of a cover-up aimed at helping a 
politically ailing President Bush. 

Barr said a month-old request by 
Democrats on the House Judiciary 
Committee “contains no specific in- 
formation or allegation concerning 
any person. It also does not specify 
any conduct that is alleged to consti- 
tute a crime.” 

He said the committee’s “vague and 
general allegations” are not enough to 
trigger the independent counsel law, 


enacted in the aftermath of the Wa- 
tergate scandal 20 years ago. 

“Every prosecutor reviewing this 
matter at every level of the (Justice) 
department is of the view that the 
criteria for invoking the statute are 
not present here,” Barr said. 

Rep. Charles E. Schumer, D-N.Y., 
chair of a House Judiciary subcom- 
mittee, accused Barr of “attempting 
to sweep the whole issue under the 
rug. It is hard to imagine him making 
such a decision were this not an elec- 
tion year and were the president not 
20 points behind in the polls.” 

House Banking Committee Chair 
Henry B. Gonzalez of Texas called 
Barry’s decision “a desperate effort” 
to protect the administration. “The 
attorney general is the giant boulder 
holding the administration’s 
stonewall together,” Gonzalez said. 

Barr said he explained in a letter to 
the Judiciary Committee why he was 
blocking the independent investiga- 
tion, and he urged the committee to 
make the letter public.

Bush extends ‘welcome mat’ to Rabin 


KENNEBUNKPORT, Maine — President Bush proclaimed “the welcome 
mat is out” at his seaside home as he and Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
began two days of meetings Monday on the prospects for Mideast peace, U.S. 
loan guarantees and relations between the two nations. 

Although Bush has greeted dozens of world leaders during his presidency, 
Rabin is only the fourth he has invited to spend the night here. 

Rabin, who has sought to persuade Bush that he is more flexible than his 
conservative predecessor, Yitzhak Shamir, vowed to “change the order of our 
national priorities” to nurture peace negotiations and to give more attention to 
Israel’s domestic problems. 

U.S. officials said they expect Bush will endorse all or part of a five-year 
package of $10 billion in loan guarantees to Israel. 

The guarantees — committing the United States to repay private bank 
loans to Israel if it defaults — would help provide housing and job training to 
Soviet Jews who emigrate to Israel. 

Before Shamir was ousted in June, Bush had opposed the loan guarantees to 
protest continued Israeli settlement building in lands seized from the Arabs in 
1967. Rabin has moved to limit such building, which the United States sees as 
a hindrance to peace between Israel and the Arabs. 

Bush’s warm greetings to Rabin were a decided contrast to his cool relation- 
ship with Shamir.

Manzanares tried hard not to think about the deputy’s bullet that left the 
teen-ager critically wounded. 

Stevie Manzanares, 18, was shot in the head when deputies interrupted him 
and his friends, who allegedly had stolen a $15.19 case of beer from a Smith’s 
Food and Drug Center. 

Stevie Manzanares was sitting in the front seat of a Camaro waiting for his 
friend, Steve Early, 20, to come out of the store. Another man, Chico Chavez, 
18, watched from the back seat. 

Sheriff's Capt. Dave Bishop said Deputy Vaughn Allen and reserve Deputy 
Kent Mattingly left their car to stand on both sides of the Camaro. Allen told 
investigators “he encountered circumstances he believed threatened his life 
and the life of his partner.” 

After two verbal warnings, Allen fired one shot. But Steve Manzanares said 
deputies didn’t need to pull their guns after they surrounded the car. 


Whisky sales up in spite of recession 


LONDON — Maybe astiff glass of Scotch whisky has its way of making the 
recession melt away. 

What have been economic hard times for just about everyone else have been 
boom times for Scotch whisky exporters, who reported Monday that ship- 
ments climbed to record levels during the first half of the year. 

The whisky makers exported the equivalent of 325 million bottles, up by 
almost 20 million bottles over the January-June 1991 period. 

The whisky makers exceeded last year’s record exports despite a sluggish 
economy that has taken the fizz out of French champagne sales and flattened 
out the huge British beer industry. 

“Scotch whisky export figures for the first half of 1992 make very pleasant 
reading,” said James Bruxner, chair of the Scotch Whisky Association. “It is 
very encouraging to see that the Scotch whisky industry is continuing to 
significantly increase sales.” 


Police find toddler roaming SLC streets 


SALT LAKE CITY — Police found a 2-year-old boy wandering around 
downtown streets at 4:45 a.m. Sunday, carrying a bag of diapers and a bottle of 
juice. They spent the rest of the day looking for his mother. 

Dispatchers fielded dozens of calls from people worried about the child’s 
welfare. Many wanted to take him in, others offered food, toys and clothing.

Bribery dominates 
common dealings In 
former Soviet Union

MOSCOW — Bribery, by most ac- 
counts, has become one of the most 
common vices in the former Soviet 
Union. Economic 
chaos and 
breakdown of au- 
thority has made 
it a favored tool 
for dealing with 
government bu- 
reaucrats and ad- 
ministrators. 

Corruption has 
existed for 
decades through- 
out the Soviet 
Union 
whether in th 
form of a lavish 
dacha built ex- 
pressly for Leonid Brezhnev by the 
Azerbaijani Communist Party chief, 
or in a wad of rubles furtively passed 
under the counter to a clerk at a local 
meat market. 

The difference nowadays is that 
bribes are brazenly sought and openly 
paid — almost like a tax on services. 

“The problem has become very, 
very critical because bribes now are 
not just asked but demanded,” said 
Alexander Guroy, chief of the corrup- 
tion and contraband unit at the Rus- 
sian Security Ministry, the former 
KGB. 

What’s more, bribery is the tip of 
an iceberg leading to growing corrup- 
tion and organized crime, Gurov said. 
Law enforcement is going “very 
badly” because of weak laws, govern- 
mental squabbling and a lack of gov- 
ernment attention to the problem.

Most people attribute the uninhib- 
ited bribery to a collision between the 
old state-run economy and a new 
sense of personal freedom, as well as 
a general sense of lawlessness. 

Few people are 
willing to be quoted 
by name, but tales 
of payoffs are ev- 
erywhere: 

— Applicants for 
driver’s _ licenses 
say they can easily 
circumvent the rig- 
orous test by brib- 
ing the examiner or 
simply “buying” the 
license. The cur- 
rent price in 
Moscow: 6,000 
rubles (about $40, 
or six weeks’ 
salary). The average Russian 
worker’s monthly salary is 4,400 
rubles, which works out to roughly 28 
rubles an hour. 

e Travelers leaving Russia from a 
Moscow airport were seen stuffing 
money into the pocket of a customs 
officer, who then let them through 
without searching their bags. Au- 
thorities say such bribes are rampant. 

e Authorities said students in Vol- 
gograd have paid 3,000 rubles ($20, or 
about three weeks’ salary) each to 
avoid mandatory military service. 

Across Russia, Gurov estimated 
that 10 billion rubles change hands in 
bribes each year, or $62 million at the 
current rate. Some merchants put the 
figure much higher, he said, but no- 
body really knows. 

“1 think we really expose only 
about one in 1,000,” he said. 


Congress urges ban 
of genetically altered 
beef and milk products

WASHINGTON — The govern- 
ment should ban sales of beef and milk 
from research animals treated with a 
genetically engineered growth hor- 
mone until questions about human 
safety have been resolved, congres- 
sional investigators said Monday. 

The General Accounting Office also 
urged the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration to withhold commercial ap- 
proval of the synthetic bovine growth 
hormone because of concerns about 
indirect_health effects_on humans. 


-seafhe~hormone~ increases cows’ milk 


production an average of 10 percent 
to 25 percent. 

Congress’ investigative agency 
said research on the bovine growth 
hormone — known as BGH — has 
failed to consider whether its use will 
result in increased residues of antibi- 
otics in milk and meat. 

Treatment with the hormone in- 
creases the incidence of mastitis — an 
inflammation of the udder which is 
often treated with antibiotics, GAO 
said. 

“As a consequence, higher levels of 
antibiotic residues in milk and beef 
could result,” GAO said. 

Current antibiotic levels in milk al- 
ready have prompted concern, the re- 
port said. 

“Nevertheless, there has been no 
examination of whether (BGH) use 
will increase antibiotic levels in milk 
or beef beyond that which currently 
exist and, if so, to what degree those 
levels are acceptable.” 

In a separate report last week, 
GAO said government inspectors are 
routinely testing milk for just four of 
the 82 drugs used to treat dairy cows. 
As aresult, consumers could face sev- 
eral health risks. 

The FDA has approved the use of 
the hormone for research, and since 
1985 has allowed the sale and con- 
sumption of milk and beef products 
from cows treated with the drug. 
There is no requirement, however, 
that those products be labeled as com- 
ing from cows treated with the hor- 
mone. 

The agency considers milk pro- 
duced from cows treated by the hor- 
mone, also known as bovine soma- 
totropin (bST), to be safe for human 
consumption. GAO said it agreed that

Phone system down Aug. 15 due to upgrade

The BYU phone system will expe- 
rience a campus-wide outage begin- 
ning Friday at midnight, said Ferrell 
Mallory, Communications Systems 
director. 

Mallory said the campus PBX (tele- 
phone system) will be taken out of 
service for a software and hardware 
upgrade and may be off-line for up to 
24 hours. 

The computer upgrade is necessary 
to handle the ever-increasing number 
of telephone calls handled by the sys- 
tem. 

The upcoming Fall Semester 
brings about one of the busiest times 
for the phone system with all of the 
add/drop attempts, Mallory said. 

The current system has received 
more than 110,000 call attempts dur- 
ing its busiest hour, he said. The up- 
dated computer system will be better 
able to handle the phone traffic. 

On Aug. 1, more than 72,000 call 
attempts were made to BYU’s em- 
ployment office by students trying to 
get priority numbers for available 
jobs this fall. The switch the call at- 
tempts went through shut down 27 
times during a four-hour period. 

“The new system would not have 
gone down,” Mallory said, “It will

The system will upgrade the number 
of call attempts a switch can handle 
per hour from 11,000 to 32,000. 

The upgrade will disconnect all 
telephone calls in process when the 
system is deactivated at midnight. To 
avoid being cut off during a call, cam- 
pus employees and residents must 
end any calls, both local and long dis- 
tance, before midnight Friday. 

Approximately eight hours is re- 
quired for an upgrade such as this, he 
said. But due to the size of the sys- 
tem, BYU is allowing 24 hours for the 
work to be completed and for the sys- 
tem to be restored to normal opera- 
tion. 

“The exact time on Saturday when 
the campus telephone system will be 
restored is not known,” Mallory said. 
“If the upgrade goes well, the system 
could be restored to normal service as 
early as 8 a.m. Saturday. When you 
get a dial tone from your telephone, 
you may then be assured that normal 
service has been restored,” he said. 

During the outage 128 pay tele- 
phones and 150 “essential service” 
telephones on campus will be avail- 
able for necessary and emergency 
calls. Telephone lines to the Univer- 
sity Police, the BYU Bookstore, fi- 
nancial services, the Health Center 
and other major auxiliary services 


will be available. 

Less than two percent of the 11,000 
campus phones will remain opera- 
tional. This includes the disconnec- 
tion of all on-campus housing units, 
such as Deseret Towers, Helaman 
Halls, Wymount, Wyview and all 
other on-campus phone units.

Off the field, the assessment of Ty 
Detmer’s football ability has been a 
broken record: “You’re too little to

On the field, Detmer is a record- 


breaker, proving his detractors ' 
wrong with astonishing perfor- 
mances. 


Once deemed by some to be too 
smallite play: major college ‘football, 
Detmer is,the,all-time NCAA leader 
in career passing efficiency and pass- 
ing yardage. 

Now that he’s trying to prove him-

Detmer, who played the final eight 
minutes of the game, completed all 
three of his passes for 36 yards as the 
Packers marched down field for the 
score in the final minutes. 

“He was very poised and calm for 

“his first pro football gamé,” Packer 
quanterback coach Steve Mariucci 
said. “He was really relaxed.” 

Green Bay, with three quarter- 
backs on its roster, began the game 
with Don Majkowski, who promptly 
threw an interception on his first pass 
that the Chiefs turned into a score. 


Later, he calmed down and led the 
team to a touchdown. 

Brett Favre, the second string 
quarterback, also threw an intercep- 
tion on his first passing attempt, but 
he also eventually guided the Packers 
to a touchdown. 

With eight minutes left in the game 
and the Packers clinging to a slim 14- 
13 lead, Detmer was summoned into 
the game. 

“We told him our intention was to 
get him in the fourth quarter,” Mari- 
ucci said. “We wanted him to use up 
the time, and he used the clock very 
well for us.” 

During the 14-play touchdown 
drive that took 6 minutes, 56 seconds, 
Detmer not only lead the Packers toa 
score, but he also ate up the clock to 
preserve the. victory, the first. for 
first-year coach Mike Holmgren, a 
former quarterback coach at BYU. 

The Packers play again Sunday in 
Madison, Wisc., against the New 
York Jets, and Detmer could get yet 
another chance to impress _ his 
coaches, his fans and his critics.

ein an emergency move to harvest 
more deer from two burn areas in 
northern Utah, the Board of Big 
Game Control this week authorized 
an additional 500 deer permits. The 
permits were issued in the East 
Canyon and Wanship areas, where 
range fires this summer burned all 
vegetation on several thousand acres 
of prime wildlife habitat. 

The Board also authorized 137 resi- 
dent and 13 nonresident hunter’s 
choice elk permits in Box Elder 
County, in response to the recom- 
mendation of a local committee. A 
small population of elk ranges 
through the area, primarily on pri- 
vate land, where some depredation 
problems have been reported. 

Division of Wildlife Resources big 
game biologists caution hunters ap- 
plying for these elk permits that they 
must first have permission from 
landowners to hunt, which may be 
difficult to obtain. An applicant must 
demonstrate that he or she has access 
to hunt in the area at the time of appli- 
cation. A written permission slip 
must be included with the application 
form. The area is a checkerboard of 
ownerships and hunters should be 
very familiar with the area before 
they consider applying for a permit. 
Hunter success for elk in the area will 
likely be extremely low. 

The additional deer permits are for 
East Canyon, Red Rocks (150 2-deer 
permits), East Canyon, Lewis Peak 
(200 2-deer permits), and Kamas, Sil- 
ver Creek (150 1-deer permits). 
These will be weekend hunts, Dec. 
12-18 and 19-20. The permit fees will 
be $23 for the Hast Canyon hunts and 
$13 for the Kamas hunt. 

Season dates for the Box Elder elk 
hunt will be Sept. 26 through Oct. 4. 
The permit fees for this hunt will be 
$38 for residents and $153 for nonresi- 
dents. 

The application period for both the 
deer and elk permits will be Aug. 12- 
19. Applications will be received by 
mail only and must be postmarked by 
midnight Aug. 19. 

The drawing for all these hunts will 
be held at 2 p.m. Aug. 24 in the DWR

1964 in Tokyo. Now it stands poised | 


to rule the sports world in Atlanta in 


1996 after arguably its greatest Sum- | 


mer Games. 


America’s 108 medals surpassed by 


one the total in 1968 and trailed only 
the inflated totals of the Soviet-boy- 
cotted 1984 Los Angeles Games and 
the 1904 St. Louis Games, attended 
by just 12 nations. 

Carl Lewis may not be running or 
jumping in Atlanta — he'll be 35 by 
then — but he branded his third 
Olympics with another touch of bril- 
liance. 

“T could never imagine the 
Olympics ending with two gold 
medals and a world record,” said 
Lewis, who won the long jump ‘for the 
third time and anchored the fastest 
400-meter relay in history to collect 
the eighth gold of his career. 

Tennis gold medalist Jennifer 
Capriati, 16, and Chinese platform di- 
ver Fu Mingxia, 13, underscored the 
new direction of the Olympics to en- 
courage not only professionals and 
amateurs, but athletes of all ages. 

Capriati’s youth and innocence 
showed as much as her talent and grit 
when she beat Barcelona’s own Aran- 
txa Sanchez Vicario in the semis, de- 
spite a loud, partisan crowd and a fuss 
in the stands when King Juan Carlos 
and Queen Sofia arrived. 

“T didn’t know who they were,” said 
Capriati, who beat Steffi Graf in the 
final. “I shouldn’t say this, but I just 
thought, ‘Couldn’t they wait until a 
changeover?’ Then the U.S. team 
trainer told me it was the king and 
queen. I said, ‘Oh, yeah. They can 
come in any time they want.” 

Capriati aside, the U.S. team over- 
all was the oldest and most experi- 
enced ever in the Olympics. That ex- 
perience helped in some sports, such 
as basketball and track, but not in 
others. 

The U.S. men’s volleyball team, 
two-time defending Olympic cham- 
pion, settled for bronze Sunday by 
beating Cuba in four sets. Brazil won 
the gold in a four-set win over the 
Netherlands. 

The U.S. water polo team, heavily 
favored, lost 8-4 to the Unified Team 
in Sunday’s bronze medal game. Italy

won the gold, 9-8 over Spain in three 
overtimes. 

In the new world of the Olympics, a 
united Germany turned out to be less 
than the sum of its East and West 
parts, winning 82 medals for third in 
the standings. Four years ago in 
Seoul, when the Berlin Wall still 
stood, East Germany was second 
with 102 medals and West Germany 
was fifth with 40. Blame, or credit, 
goes to stricter serutiny of drugs, 
coaching changes and consolidation. 

More  startlin's “tan” Germany’s 
d6Wnsizing wAs the rest of the world’s 
gain on the sports superpowers. Par- 
ity is most definitely part of the new 
Olympics. 

China won 54 medals, nearly dou- 
ble its total in 1988. Cuba, despite its 
economic struggle and relatively tiny 
population, finished fourth with 31 
medals in its first Olympics since 
1980. Cuba dominated baseball and 
won seven golds and two silvers in the 
12 boxing divisions. 

“The Cubans have a machine down 
there,” said Jim Fox, executive direc- 
tor of USA Boxing. “They just keep 
putting pieces in. Our expectations 
were higher than this.” 

Perhaps most amazing of all, host 
Spain won 13 gold among its 22 
medals. In all its previous Olympics, 
Spain won a total of only four golds 
and 26 medals. 

“This is proof we’re not an inferior 
race,” said Miguel Angel Millan, 
coach of silver medal decathlete Anto- 
nio Penalver. “All we needed was 
money and support.” 

LeRoy Walker, head of the U.S. 
delegation, noted that a record 64 of 
the 171 countries participating won at 
least one medal and he called the 
Olympics “now truly a world Games.” 

Many of the countries here didn’t 
exist as independent states four years 
ago — Lithuania, Latvia, Estonia, 
Croatia, Slovenia and Bosnia. By the 
time the world gathers in Atlanta, the 
division of the 12 republics of the Uni- 


fied Team and independent move- 
ments elsewhere could produce close 
to 190 countries. 

South Korea won the first medal of 
the Games and the last, its 12th gold 
and 29th overall when Hwang Young- 
Cho won the marathon exactly 56 
years to the day that a Korean, Kiteri 
Son, last won the event — with a 
Japanese uniform at Berlin. 

“In 1936, my compatriot ran under 
the Japanese flag,” Hwang said. “It 
was a very painful event, This year, 
1992, I’m running under the Korean 
flag and I’m very proud.” 

The Olympics ended happily for 
most athletes, fans and residents in 
the same kind of jumbled spectacle 
that opened the Games — magicians, 
mimes, horses, Placido Domingo, the 
Olympic anthem, a volcano, devils, a 
dragon, Cobi, Andrew Lloyd Web- 
ber, fireworks and a rumba. 

Maragall’s bid to preserve the in- 
tegrity of the Olympics introduced an 
element of sobriety to the fiesta. Yet, 
there appears no alternative to com- 
plete commercialism for the Olympics 
— perhaps, someday, Nike Teams, 
Reebok Teams, Panasonic Teams, in- 
stead of nations. 

A bronze statue of Christopher 
Columbus looms imposingly over the 
port of Barcelona, his outstretched 
hand pointing seaward to mark a voy- 
age 500 years and six days ago that 
changed history. 

Just as surely, the course of com- 
mercialism embarked on by Peter Ue- 
berroth at the 1984 Los Angeles, fol- 
lowed by Seoul in 1988 and brought to 
new levels at Barcelona, will be pur- 
sued as ardently by Atlanta. 

Atlanta has “a tab of $1.4 billion to 
work with,” said the USOC’s Walker, 
“and it’s impossible to meet their need 
without some form of commercializa- 
tion. “It’s a fact that we'll never be 
able to go back to the laurel wreath 
concept. Somewhere in between the 
laurel wreath and marketplace con- 
cepts is the ideal.”

“Some schools are drop- 
ping programs because they can no 
longer support the number of pro- 
grams they were able to in the past. 
We are fortunate that we haven’t 
been forced to cut back our pro- 
grams.” 

Universities such as Colorado 
State University, which dropped 
its baseball and women’s softball 
programs, are having to make 
tough choices in deciding what

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Libertarian 
candidate 

to visit Provo 
on Aug. 25

The Republicans have already vis- 
ited Provo, and the Democrats may 
be planning to, but the Libertarian 
Party announced that their candidate 
for president, Andre Marrou, will be 
in Provo Aug. 25. 

The Libertarian philosophy calls 
for strict limitations in government. 
Their slogan, borrowed from Thomas 
Jefferson, is “That government is 
best which governs least.” 

In 1984 Marrou became the third 
Libertarian elected to the Alaska 
State Legislature. While involved in 
Alaskan politics, Marrou lead the 
movement that repealed Alaska’s 
state income tax and co-sponsored an 
initiative that deregulated the 
Alaskan transportation industry. 

Marrou has also worked as director 
of PROJECT 51-‘92, an organization 
formed to ease national ballot access 
laws. He became involved in the orga- 
nization after the difficulty he encoun- 
tered trying to get the Libertarian 
presidential candidate, Ron Paul, on 
the ballot in all 50 states. 

If elected as president, Marrou will 
work to repeal the personal income 
tax and to abolish the Internal Rev- 
enue Service. He also wants to ex- 
pand free enterprise, limit gun con- 
trol laws, end all tax-financed 
subsidies, stop foreign aid and priva- 
tize the educational system. 

Marrou also promises to work to 
legalize certain drugs such as mari- 
juana and cocaine. Libertarians feel 
that today’s criminal penalties for 
drug trafficking reduce supplies, 
force drug prices up and make drug 
dealing profitable. Marrou feels that 
high drug prices lead to violent crimes 
committed by a small number of ad- 
dicts who may steal or murder to feed 
their habits, and that most victims of 
these violent crimes are innocent non- 
drug users. 

Before entering the political arena 
Marrou worked as an engineering 
manager in Boston and as a small- 
business man in Alaska. He has also 
worked as a radio personality and asa 
volunteer in Alaskan civilian rescue 
operations. 

Marrou will be on the Utah ballot as 
: presidential candidate in Novem- 

er. 


GOP platform 
calls for tax 
repeal, firm 
abortion view

HOUSTON — Republicans 
called for repeal of a 1990 tax hike 
signed by President Bush and 
stood firm Monday against pres- 
sure to soften the party stance 
against abortion as delegates 
worked on their 1992 platform. 

There were just three advocates 
of legal abortion on a 20-member 
subcommittee handling the plat- 
form’s call for a constitutional 
amendment to ban abortion. They 
had no chance to offer their pro- 
posals before being shut out on a 
parliamentary maneuver. 

President Bush’s opposition to 
abortion made it virtually certain 
the anti-abortion plank would re- 
main in the final platform that will 
be voted on at the party’s national 
convention next week. The draft 
platform also contains planks sup- 
porting the appointment of anti- 
abortion judges and opposing fed- 
eral spending on poor women’s 
abortions and organizations that 
advocate abortion. 

Bush broke a 1988 no-new-taxes 
pledge when he signed a 1990 
deficit-reduction agreement. The 
president has since said he made a 
mistake in signing the agreement. 

At the instigation of Rep. Vin 
Weber of Minnesota, the panel 
adopted a plank that said “the 
taxes contained in the 1990 budget 
agreement were a mistake.” The 
section accused the Democratic- 
controlled Congress of holding 
Bush hostage and added, “We be- 
lieve those tax increases should be 
repealed.” 

“T think we have to eat a little 
humble pie,” said Mary Kohler, a 
platform committee member from 
Wisconsin. 

The full 107-member platform 
committee votes on a final draft of 
the inch-thick document later this 
week. It will come up for final ap- 
proval Aug. 17, 

Abortion-rights leaders said 
they’ll try again to present their 
amendments when the platform 
comes before the full committee 
and when it is sent to the floor. 

The draft for 1992 is written in 
highly charged language that con- 
trasts with the milder tone of 1988. 
It praises Bush and _ blasts 
Democrats for events of the past 
four years. It also contains indirect 
attacks on Democratic nominee Bill 
Clinton and his wife, Hillary, an 
influential lawyer and children’s 
advocate. 

Before buckling down to work on 
a plank called “Family: The Home 
of Freedom,” one panel distributed 
an article criticizing Mrs. Clinton.

Deadline for voter registration Aug. 18

Primary elections in Utah are coming up, and 
August 18 is the deadline for potential voters to 
register through the mail or through county regis- 
tration offices. 

People can register to vote at the county elec- 
tions office. In order to register, a person must be 
18 years old, a U.S. citizen and a Utah resident for 
at least 30 days. Identification is not required. 

People who are not able to register at the elec- 
tions office by August 18 can register at neighbor- 
hood registration booths Sept. 1-3. Booths will be 


open from 8 a.m. to 9 p.m. The county elections 
office can give fhe locations of the neighborhood 
registration booths. 

Utah primary elections will take place Sept. 8. 

Utah has an unusual primary system. Before the 
primary election, hopeful candidates campaign to 
win delegate votes. 

Ideally, delegates are supposed to meet to- 
gether for a weekend, listen to candidates and then 
make a decision on which candidates will run in the 
upcoming primary race. Afterwards, the two can- 
didates with the most delegate votes who are run- 
ning for the same office will run against each other 
in a primary.
